One is the 
Rubrum, the other Mackey told 
us, is called an Album Lily. Both 
are native to Japan, and like the 
Gold Band Lily prefer cold cli- 
mates, but have been persugded 
to grow and blossom here. 

The Rubrum is a pink spotted 
bloom. The petals curl, some- 
what in the formation of an ot- 
chid, but with a more decided 
backward curl to the petals. The 
delicate pastel pink, varies to 
deeper tones of shaded pinks, 
and deep spots predominate each 
petal. The Stamen is long, and 
heavily coated with pollen. deep 
brown in color. The flower be- 
gins its bloom near the lower 
part of the plant. Tightly closed 
buds. will continue to open long 
after the stalk has been cut 
and kept in water. The plant is 
rather more spindly than the Eas- 
ter lilies, with longer stems grow- 
ing out from the main stalk. 
Like the Sacred -Lily this flower 
has a deliciously intoxicating fra- 
grance, minus any cloying sweet- 
ness, and is a profuse bloomer. 
There were several hundred in 
bloom when we viewed the gar- 
dens. 

The Album is a favorite of Mac- 
key's. Pure Virginal white, the 
flower is smaller and more del- 
icate in formation than the other 
two mentioned species. The act- 
ual formation of the bloom is 
closely related to the Rubrum, 
and the plant itself grows in the 
same manner as the pink beau- 
ty, again the delicate perfume 
emitted from the bloom is in 
triguingly elusive. 

When we left the gardens, our

SIDELIGHTS 
by 
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FEDERAL AID TO PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS DEFEATED 


The past week in the House 
was indicative of what is to 
follow in the remaining few 
weeks of the Congress. most of 
the week was taken up on the 
long-delayed and much-discussed 
Federal Aid to school construc- 
tion bill. After many hours of 
hectic debate and the adoption of 
many amendments, the House fi- 
nally killed the bill by & vote 
of 224 to 194. 

After approximately a year and 
a halfs consideration by the 
House Committee on Education 
and Labor, the bil was finally 
reported early in*the session. It 
was tied up in the Committee on 
Rules for some four months, 
partly by the handful of South- 
ern Members on the Committee 
and partly by the Democratic 
leadership who had some misgiv- 
ings about the desirability of re 
porting it to the Floor. While 
there is undeniably a demand for 
additonal classrooms, there is the 
fundamental and basic question 
involved of Federal control of 


lour public schools. There are 


many thoughtful people in this 
country who fear that, once the 
Federal Government enters the 
field of public education, it is 
only a question of time until our 
public schools will be completely 
under the domination of the 
Federal Government. Among the 
many patriotic and conservative 
groups who opposed this legisla- 
tion was the powerful American 
Legion. 

On the whole the two princi- 
ples which the people of this 
country guard most zealously are 
freedom of religion and freedom 
of the training of thexyouth from 
Federal domination. 

Interwoven throughout the 
whole controversy was national 
politics. Both parties, looking to 
the November election, were anx- 
ious to obtain some political 
fodder upon which to campaign. 
Of course, the most controver- 
sial issue was the so-called Pow- 
ell Amendment. The Harlem- 
Negro Congressman has wageda 
relentless campaign for his 
amendment which would bar any 
of the Federal Funds from states 
practicing segregation in their 
public schools. We made our po- 
sition clear on this more than 
a year ago. In addressing the 
House last week on this subject 
we said in part 

"First, I want to make clear

“However, if the funds are 
not denied administratively, you 
and I know that when the appro- 
priation bill comes up making 
the funds available provided by 
this proposal legislation, a rider 
in the form of an amendment 
will either be placed in the bill 
in committee or will be offered 
on the floor of the House to ac- 
complish the same end. And if 
such.an amendment is offered 
before an election—and I call 
your attention to the fact that 
there will be an election just a 
few weeks after the appropria- 
tion bill comes to the Floor this 
year—such an amendment will in 
all likelihood be adopted. 

"Finally, if that hurdle is over- 
come and neither of these things 
happens, is anyone here so naive 
as to think for one moment that 
those who advocate the denial of 
funds to segregated schol systems 
will mot- resort to the friendly 
Federal courts? How long would 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
with unlimited funds and law- 
yers at its disposal, withheld such 
action? Finally, is there any 
doubt in the minds of either 
friends or foes of this legislation 
as to what the present nine 
men who occupy the marble pal- 
ace across the plaza from this 
Capitol would do the Supreme 
Court?

In most cases, a 316 inch face 
or a 14 inch face is preferable 
|with small 14 or 38 inch square 
notches cut out of the iron on 
the under side where the iron 
joins.

The branding iron should by 
all means be level on the face. 
level iron permits even burning. 

Under no circumstances should 
a wet or even damp animal be 
branded. This scalds, leaving a 
blotch, a bad one or no brand at 
all. 


According to Capt. Rodgers, 
special care should be used in 
rebranding newly purchased stock 
already carrying a previous own- 
ers mark. Be particularly careful 
that the new band does not 
overlap the iron of the  ani- 
mals previous owner. This 
makes both brands indistinguish- 
able.

RAISING DAIRY CALVES 


Care in feeding milk to young 
dairy calves will go a long way 
ih helping you grow out top 
quality replacement heifers. 
Don't just give them all the milk 
they want. It is best to keep 
them a trifle hungry. 

A large, healthy calf can take 
more milk than a small or weak 
one. For small, healthy calves, 
one quart of milk per feeding is 
plenty for the first week. A 
large vigorous calf can take up 
to a quart and a half. 

If the calf is doing well, the 
milk can be gradually increas- 
ed during the second week. 

Many successful calf raisers 
limit small calves to two quarts 
per feeding regardless of age, and 
the larger ones to two and a 
half quarts. 

Do not guess at the amount of 
milk you feed. Weigh it, or meas- 
ure it. A good reconmendatian 
for feeding is one pound of milk 
for every 10 pounds of the ani- 
mal's body weight. 

Feed milk at the same tempera- 
ture each time. The most desir- 
able temperature is 95 degrees to 
100 degrees F. Here again, don't 
guess, use a thermometer. 

Another aid in preventing 
scours is to practice strict sanita- 
tion. Cleanliness with feeding is 
a vital part of successful calf 
raising.

Coastal Bermuda. Old Coastal 
that has been cut for hay and 
has not been  nitrated this 
month should have an appli- 
cation of 30 to 40 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre. 

Coastal set this year should 
be nitrated now if it has not 
already been done. You cannot 
grow real good Coastal Bermu- 
da without nitrogen. 

Johnson Grass hay should be 
cut when the first seed stalks 
Show up across the field. Don't 
let it completely seed out be 
fore cutting. 

As you have already probably 
made your first cutting of this 
hay, watch the meadows and cut 
the second time when the grass 
is ready. By cutting when the 
Erass is booting, you will make 
lcz3 hay, but the quality will be 
higher. This wil more than 
make up for the lower tonnage. 


COTTON PICK SACKS 


Better start now locating 
some cotton pick sacks for this 
fall. Do not use asphalt coated 
pick sacks. Often this lowers 
the quality of cotton. 

When asphalt coated pick sacks 
become old the asphalt cracks, 
flakes off in the sack and be- 
comes mixed in the cotton. All 
particles are practically impos- 
sible to remove. After the mill 
has processed the cotton, the fin- 
ished product has tar spots. This 
results in a loss to the mill. 

This loss is passed back to 
the grower in lower cotton 
prices, especially in areas where 
this damage has been evident in 
the past. 

Plastic coated and plastic dot 
sacks have been developed to re- 
Place the asphalt sacks. Plain 
duck sacks are also available. 

The National Cotton Council 
adopted a resolution at its annual 
meeting urging that asphalt pick 
sacks be no longer used.

During the past ten years 
pulpwood consumption within 
the state has increased from 40 
per cent in 1945 to 73 per cent 
in 1955. The new Columbus 
plant alone will utilize an addi- 
tional 300,000 cords of pulpwood 
annually. 

Back in 1945 the state p 
duced 1,065,031 cords of th 
hard and soft pulpwoods, 20 per 
cent of which was hard and 80 
per cent soft Only 40 per cent 
of this production was utilized 
in Mississippi, the 60 per cent 
balance being shipped out-of- 
state for processing elsewhere. 

Last year in Mississippi a total 
of 1,929,226 cords were cut, 38 
per cent being hard and 62 per 
cent soft pulp. A total of 73 
per cent, or 1,413,556 cords, were 
used by the state's four wall- 
board anc two pulp mills. Only 
27 per cent, or 515,670 cords, 
were shipped out of state. 

Few states possess the wealth 
of timber to be found in Missis- 
sippi. It is one of the chief 
sources of income to the state, 
amounting to "approximately 
$400,000,000 annu M 

More than one half, or 16,500,- 
000 acres, of Mississippi’s 30,000,- 
000 acres is forest land covering 
an area the size of Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts. 

Of this total forest area, about 
1,140,000 acres are in national 
forests, 6,300,000 acres are owned 
by private farm operators, and 
about 7,800,000 acres are under 
industria! ownership. 

Although a variety of forest 
types are found, pines, oaks and 
gums predominate. Loblolly 
pine is the most abundant soft- 
wood species, with shortleaf 
pine second in abundance. These 
predominate principally in the 
southeastern section of the state. 

Among the hardwoods, oaks 
exceed all others in volume and 
extent of distribution, but are 
found in the greatest concentra- 
tion in the lower Delta and 
central regions. Gums are sec- 
ond in volume and are- widely 
distributed in much the same 
pattern as the oaks. Cotton- 
wood, hickory, A hte! poplar, 
pecan, beech, , and willow 
are scattered and occur in lesser 
vol mes.

The indians in true 
American spihit decided that this 
ceremony would be cancelled on 
the 4th of July because the bo- 
dies of the victims were lying in 
Flagstaff and as we rode through 
this city at dusk, the Indians al- 
though dressed in all their na- 
tive regalia, were sober and 
serious out of respect to the 
dead. 

Yesterday we read that a mass 
funeral had been held in Flag- 
staff for 67 of the victims, three 
of them members of the armed 
forces. In the future this bu- 
rial ground will be known as 
the Grand Canyon National Cem- 
etery. But what of those 61 
others, They lie in the Canyon 
where they fell, in that part of 
th Canyon where man cannot go. 
God alone goes there, and I like 
to think He is there. Certainly 
there is no more beautiful place 
to rest for all of eternity than 
in th Grand Canyon. This is God's 
monument, and it has lasted from 
creation until now, it will last 
for all ages.
